1127" meeting March 24, 2010 Tokens and Medals of the 
PCNS Herb Miles 


Herb presented a PowerPoint presentation on Tokens and 
Medals of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. It is 
surprising the number and variety of issues that the Society has 
produced since 1915, 

Herb used research by David Lange and Michael Wehner and 
the articles they produced to tell the story of our issues, For 
those interested in starting a collection or completing a budding 
collection, the PCNS Journal and Papers are the two sources 
needed as various issues picture and describe the tokens, 
medals, and Wooden Nickels issued by the Society and its 
members, As catalogued by David and Michael, there are a 
minimum of 62 pieces to collect, invariably there will be future 
discoveries of off metal or unknown issues. 

Issues range from bronze or copper pieces honoring Farran 
Zerbe for visiting PCNS after a number of years to silver pieces 
honoring various anniversaries of the Society, 50" , 1s 1000" 
meeting, and the like, It is quite interesting and really not very 
expensive to collect a majority of the pieces. Nevertheless, 
there are some pricey ones, the Gold Farran Zerbe medal struck 
for the 1000" meeting, the octagonal silver piece honoring the 
Society’s Silver Jubilee in 1940, and a few others, 

But, woods, and certain brass or bronze pieces can be 
purchased for under $20, and sometimes as little as $5,

Bill brought two very interesting tokens, one a 1909 Farran 
Zerbe satirical piece showing our founder on top of Pike’s Peak 
portrayed as an Ass with zebra stripes! In addition, Bill brought 
another piece from 1904 featuring prices of the time for certain 
rare coins, an advertising token from Zerbe! 

Whalen brought an interesting piece found in the Thames in 
London, a supposed gold scale weight; we await Steve’s review 
of this piece as he took it home to study it closely. 

Steve himself brought several examples of the new Shield 
Lincoln Cent! 

Dan brought and gave each member a Zimbabwean 100 
Trillion-Dollar note as well as an Iraqi note showing a desert oil 
refinery! In addition, he brought and showed off several Swiss 
Shooting Talers, his favorite, St Gallen, second favorite, City 
view 5 Franc from Lausanne, an 1881 Friebourg city view, and 
the only shooting taler featuring a man actually shooting a rifle, 
a 1939 piece.
